ZORA BURNS. 


THE MYSTERY OF HER MURDER STILL UN- 
SOLVED. 


Linco.x, III., Oct. 1%—[Special.|—Zora 
Burns’ mangled body was taken to St. Elmo 
this morning for burial. It was placed in 
an imitation rosewood coffin, with silver- 
plated handles, incased in a white pine box, 
and left about a quarter after 9 on the Peoria, 
Decatur & Evansville Road. Old man Burns 
had itin charge, and looked a trifle more 
haggard than usual as he set out on his sad. 
journey home. Quitea little crowd congre- 
gated at the Coroner’s oftice and at the depot, 
and took a last look at the box which held the 


mysterious murder. 
A SENSATIONAL STORY. | 
Before going away Burns made what, if it 
turned out to be true, promised to give the 
case a decidedly sensational turn. The gist 
of his story was that, Zora while at home, 
had received three letters from Carpenter. 
They bore the Lincoln Post-Office mark and 
were signed O. A. Carpenter. The first and. 
second, according to Burns, urged her to 
come to Lincoln. The third inclosed some 
money to pay her expenses, and said that he 
had received no answer to his previous let-. 


they had been tampered with. On reading

That this miserable attempt to fasten a stain 
upon me will come to nothing. 
1 don’t believe they will bring 


charges against me, but if that time ever 


should come I know 1 can prove my inno- 
cence and brush them away.” 
The fact that Mr. Carpenter had actually 
consulted a lawyer received confirmation 
later on in the forenoon, when he again vis- 
ited the office of Beach & Hodnett, local 
attorneys, and was closeted with them fully 
anhour.

Parker, was the vessel that ran alongside 
frigate Congress after she had been rammed 
by the Merrimac, and he is consequently able 
to state many facts which throw light upon 
the obscure history of that tragic episode. 

In the matter of the attempt made by the 
Confederate ram Palmetto State her 
consort, the Chicora, to sink our fleet off 
Charleston and raise the blockade, the suc- 
cess of which was confined exclusively to 
Gen. Beavregard’s proclamations and the 
imagination of the foreign Consuls, Capt.
